The lead­ 
er writers are believed to bask in hia pres­ 
ence on rare and auspicious occasions; tho 
ordinary desk workers may know him by 
sig ht; to the reporters he is a splendid ab­ 
straction.

A writer in The Matin, having 
interviewed several circu s celebrities, u nder­ 
takes to satisfy their cu rio sity. 
M. Lo yal, 
who has been ring master o f the leading 
Paris circu s fo r 33 years, su pplies interest­ 
ing info rmatio n co ncerning ho rs 
s. 
“ The 
ho rse,” he says, “ co ntrary to general be­ 
lief, is tho mo st stu pid animal o n earth. 
Ho has o nly o ne facu lty—memo ry. 
Yo u 
mu st teach him his exo rcises with the eaves- 
so n and the lo ng whip. 
Having fo rced 
them into his head, yo u mu st u se the sho rt 
whip when he resists and give him a carro t 
when he o beys. 
Whips and carro ts fo rm 
the secret o f the trainer. 
The bon« .» mu st 
bo fro m 5 to 7 y< ars o ld; befo re t hat age he 
is to o spirited, after it his mu scles are no t 
elastic eno u gh. 
Tho first thing to do is to 
accu sto m yo u r ho rse to the ring, to make 
him ru n ro u nd regu larly, and then to sto p 
at a given signal. 
To acco mplish this tlie 
animal is bro u ght into tho ring. 
Tho 
trainer ho lds in his left hand a tether, 
which is passed into the eavesso n, a kind o f 
iron o rescent armed with sharp j jo ints fixes! 
o n the no se o f the ho rse; in his right hand 
he ho lds a lo ng whip. 
Behind tho animal 
an assistant, with a sto u t sho rt whip, is 
po sted. 
* 
THK TRAINEE’S METHODS. 
“ The trainer calls o n the ho rse to start, 
and, pu lling his tether and smacking his 
lo ng whip, fo rces him to gallo p ro u nd. If he 
refu ses, the assistant u ses his whip also ; 
if he is o bedient, he is rewarded with a car­ 
ro t. 
To make him sto p sho rt, the trainer 
cro cks his lo ng whip again, while the assist­ 
ant witli his sho rt whip thro ws himself su d­ 
denly in fro nt o f the animal, and the resu lt 
is o btained.” 
M. Lo y; I tells u s that “ tho 
ho rse has a great o bj< t io n to kneeling o r 
lying do wn at any mo ment. 
This feat is 
tau ght by means o f iro n brackets placed o n 
his ankle« and attached to a tether held by 
the trainer, who , by su dden jerks o r pu lls 
as ho is mo ving, makes him fall o r ki e *1. 
The animal remembers tho lesso ns, and, by 
dint o f whip and carro t, u ltimately jn r- 
fo rms them at tho mere co mmand o f tho 
trainer. 
The ho rso is tau ght to lance to 
mu sic in the same way w ith the fo o t brace­ 
lets.” 
As regards tho learned ho rso , who 
o pens bo xes and takes articles o u t o f them, 
here is ho w the animal is trained to do it: 
“ I first get a carro t,” says M. Lo yal, 44 I 
place it in a bo x. 
I then lead the ho rse to 
the bo x. 
Ho smells tho carro t, lifts u p the 
lid o f the bo x with his no se and take's o u t 
the vegetable, which he is allo wed to eat. 
The next day, befo re letting the ho rso free, 
I sho w him a handkerchief fu ll o f bran. Ho 
takes it and tries to eat it. 
i then let him 
lo o se. 
He ru ns to the bo x, bu t— bitter de­ 
ceptio n—it is empty. 
The day after I re­ 
su me the exercise, bu t this time the ho rse 
finds the handkerchief with the bran in the 
bo x. 
He takes it o u t, and I reward him 
with a carro t. 1 decrease the amo u nt o f bran 
in the handkerchief everyday, u ntil in the 
end I pu t merely tho handkerchief in the 
bo x. 
Tho ho rso brings it to me, and gets 
his carro t. 
1 then redu ce the size o f the 
carro t every day, u ntil at last I give him 
no thing. 
The ho rse co ntinu es to jierfo nn 
with the handkerchief in the ho pe o f getting 
the carro t.” 
With respect to do gs, M. Changeu x, who 
is no w exhibiting a tro u pe o f them at tho 
No u veau Arq» e, says their edu catio n is a 
wo rk o f time and patience. 
So metimes it 
takes two yeai*s. 
“ I u se neither su gar no r 
whip,” he info rms u s. 
“ I take my do g in 
my hands, talk to him, and try to make 
him u nderstand what he is to do . 
I |>er- 
fo rm the tricks myself and the do gs fo llo w 
and imitate me.” 
At present he is sho wing 
a carriage do g which perfo rms o n the single 
wire. 
DOGS, PIGS AND ELEPHANTS. 
“ 1 will tell y ou how I taught him to be­ 
come an equilibrist. 
I made him first of all 
walk on a plank which was balanced to 
and fro. 
The plank was gradually reduced 
in width every day , and tho movement a c­ 
celerated. 
At length the plank dwindled 
down to a narrow slip; this was replaced 
by a long round stick, and ultimately the 
dog found himself on the single wire.” 
Strange to say , this dog is blind. 
M. 
Changeux say s scent is the great quality 
which enables dogs to perform some tricks. 
For example, the poodles who play at 
dominoes are taught by their scent. 
The 
trainer touches the dominoes which the 
dog has to play , and the animal, smelling 


them, picks them o u t fro m the ro d» and 
plays them. 
The pig is raid to b© the moat difficu lt ani­ 
mal to train. 
To ny (Trice, the clown, do e« 
no t believe in learned pigs. 
They are to 
be 
bright o nly by their wenk po int—their glu t 
to ny. 
4‘When I have get my yo u ng pig,” 
he so ys, “ I begin o n tho principal that I 
shall o btain no thing fro m him witho u t 
satisfying his appetite. 
1 feed him raysclf, 
and du ring a few day» I vary hi * fo o d in 
o rder to find o u t what he likes best. 
As 
so o n as I hrivo disco vered his favo rite dish, 
I deprive him o f it co mpletely. 
Tho dish is 
iny great talisman. 
Tho chief pig I nm 
no w iH*rfo rrning with prefers Ixvf fat. 
I 
pu t a piece in my |>o ckct. 
I ju mp o ver 
hu rdles, and the pig fo llo ws me, do ing like­ 
wise, 
In this way ho learns his exercises 
and gets 1 is fat . 
I decrease the pieeo o f fat 
every tiny, and at last 1 give him no thing. 
Sho u ld he refu se to wo rk I thrash him till 
he do es, and having co mpleted his {x*rfo rm- 
nnces, 1 reco in pens'* him with his favo rite 
incu t.” 
The elephant, o n the co ntrary, is very 
intelligent, anti his edu catio n wo u ld be easy 
bu t fo r his cu mberso me weight, which 
fo rces tho trainer to have reco u rse to cru el 
mo ans. Fo r instance, to make him raise and 
ho ld o u t his fo o t, *in iro n ring with sharp 
jo ints is placed o n it, and being drawn by 
a ro jsv the po ints enter the flesh. 
Tho ele­ 
phant feeling the pain, lifts u p Ids fo o t and 
keej)« it in the air till the pain co o s» *. After 
a few rejietStio ns, he remembers the pain, 
and at the sight o f tho iro n raises his fo o t. 
His instru ctio n, thanks to his intelligence, is 
so o n co mpleted. Ho me elephants are tau ght 
in l«*ss than a fo rtnight to play o n a dru m, 
wo rk a tricycle, and l» eg o n their hind 
legs. — Ball Mall Gazette.

John G. Maun ate his thirtieth quail in 
thirty consooutivc day s the other evening, 
a t ex-Ald« *rmnn Jonas' restaurant, an-1 his 
backer, George Ji. Clark, wins £ 1,000 from 
Alderman Hihliv’h, 
A littlo over a month 
ago Alderman Hildreth offered to put up 
$1,000 as a wager that Mann could not eat 
thirty quails in thirty day s, one each day , 
a quail to be eaten lietvveen the hours of I* 
and 7 o’clock in tho evening. 
The money 
was covered, and the contest of J. C. Mann 
vs. hi* stomach commenced on the evtning 
of D«*<*. 3. 
He at once put himself under the 
care of Dr-. Bry den, of Chicago, and Mit­ 
chell, of MinncaiJolis, and acting according 
to their , 
vice has lived for the month on a 
diet of outrno.il for breakfast and light cold 
meats lor dinner, winding up vvith his quail 
tmpjHT each evening. 
He got along very 
well until he reached his twenty -ninth quail 
on the «‘veiling of lh*«». 31. 
On this oc­ 
casion he got through with his grand supj# T 
only after a hard struggle, and it was ex 
j» octed that he would fail in the attempt to 
consume his thirtieth. 
This belief was 
strengthened by the fact that Charley Mil­ 
ler, a rugged » 'at« *r belonging to the Jonas 
restaurant, had but a few* da js previously 
failed on his twenty -ninth attempt kt the 
same feat. 
Hence there was a large crowd 
of spectators at the place tho last evening 
when y oung Mann, accompanied by Dr. C. 
Mahoney , the referee in the contest, entered 
and took his neat at one of the tables. 


AT IT AGAIN. 
Immediately as the hands of the clock 
pointed to fi, tho thirtieth quail, which ! r.d 
been c :<:«•< Uoiitly broiled and placed <>.» a 
py ramid of toast, was set before Mann, ihe 
accompaniments were salt, celery , brcicl, 
butter, Saratoga chips, etc. 
lie brought 
with him a bottle of Waukesha water, of 
which he c t first took half a glass, and tin -, 
commenced eating bread ami butter; aft« * 
consuming half a slice of bread he reached 
for the quail with an air of a hungry man, 
and brought it to his plate. 
Cutting off a 
good sized mouthful he masticated it thor­ 
oughly , nod with apparent relish, along 
vvith a liberal supply of Saratoga chips well 
salted. This performance was repeated three 
time« . 
Then Mann resorted to bread and 
butter, and finished his first glass of Wauke­ 
sha. 
He next turned his attention to t oe 
celery and ate two stems, using salt freely , 
and following vvith three more “ bites" *T 
quail. 
Then he poured out another glass of 
Waukesha, which emptied his bottle, a : 
some over salted Saratoga chips, anotht . 
stem of celery , another mouthful of bread, 
with an extra supply of butter, and then 
commenced on the last half of tho decisive 
half. 
At this juncture Mann was 
;t a little 
nervo s and looked up at the clock with 
wistful solicitude. 
But nine minutes of his 
time had ex pin d. 
Mr. Mahoney , w ho was 
by his side, httiided over a cup of coffee 
which had been furnished him, and this 
seemed to encourage Mann’s langushing np- 
petite. 
But opposite him sat George C. 
Clark, a most interested onlooker, who had 
$1 ,000 on tho six mouthfuls of quail that 
y et remained to bo eaten. 
Tho crowd 
gathered close about the tired eater, and for 
a moment he appeared to weaken. 
Charley 
Miller, the defeated man in a similar match, 
remarktd to a friend next to him that he 
wouhl not at that moment bet a “ V” either 
way . 
44Ho may got through, and he may 
not,” said Miller. 
“ It is just at that point 
that I fa iled.” 
But y oung Maim « piaffed a portion of his 
glass of Waukesha and commenced on the 
remainder of tho quail vvith a steady nerve. 
Ho used salt and salted Saratoga chips, and 
celery end salt, and butter freely , taking a 
mouthful of the quail at intervals in such a 
way that its taste could scarcely reach his 
palate from Ihe abundance of other edibles 
w hich he e msumed. 


THE LAST WING. 
At G:iu but one wing of the quail was 
left. 
The eater ey ed it with considerable 
nervousness. 
All tho meat upon it w*ould 
not have 
constituted half 
an ordinary 
mouthful, but it was a part of the agree­ 
ment that all the bones should lie stripped 
completely , ami that not a particle of meat 
should bo left on any of them. 
To accom­ 
plish this he had to dispense vvith knife and 
fork and lesorfc to his fingers and teeth. An 
empty pinto was provided for the bones, 
each of which had to be deposited thereon 
and inspected by the referee. Before a t­ 
tacking the final wing Mann swa llowed the 
remaining jxn tiou of Waukesha, at« * a stem 
of e«*l« i t . half a slice of bread, and then 
took up the wing in his fingers, pulled it 
apart, and cleaned the meat carefully from 
the tiny lames with his handsome teeth, blit 
the task was a difficult one. 
As he was 
struggling vvith the tinal a ct a man wearing 
a silk hat entered the restaurant, pressed 
his way up to th« > table, and commenced a 
sort of sp:*ech w*ith the evident intention of 
sickening the eater. He referred to the idea 
that Mann should now be able to go into 
the « lissecting business, as he must by that 
time be thoroughly acquainted w ith joints 
and bones, muscles, etc. 
Dr. Mahoney got 
rather hot, and ordered the newcomer to 
“ shut up.” but it was hard to control the 
intruder, for he was about three sheets in 
the wind. 
But Mann was not disturbed. 
He gulped once or tw ice, but by the use of 
salt and celery « juieted his stomach. 
As lie 
tossed tin* last liber ui>on the bone plate, Dr. 
Mahoney said: 
“ Done; Mr. Clark w*ins the money ,” and 
rising, took the successful « piail eater by 
the hand and shook it heartily . 
Turning to 
the re]h rtcrs he said: ‘‘This is the first time 
that this feat has ever been successfully 
performed. 
Men have eaten thirty tpiails 
even in a shorter space of time, but that i» 
not so difficult. 
The task of eating one 
quail a day for thirty consecutive day s, at 
a stated hour each « lay , is no easy job. This 
y oung man has done it, and is the first who 
ever reached the end of the last quail with 
victory , though many have attempted it.” , 
Young Mann is a fine looking fellow of 
about twenty -two, medium sized, rather 
fleshy , with a handsome fa ce and pleasant 
maimer. 
He has for some time been en­ 
gaged in the restaurant business in Louis­ 
ville and Minneapolis, 
The latter city is at 


pmwmt Ids ho me. He ate Ids thirtieth qu ail 
in « 'xactly cighto en minu tes and thirty sec­ 
o nds, bu t evinced a gTcat desire to leave 
the restau rant wnon after co mpleting his 
wo rk. 
It was believe« ! that ho wo u ld part 
with his winning su j» [K*r befo re it was hrJf 
an ho u r o ld. 
\t all events, he* has had nil 
the qu ail he desires fo r a lifetime, 
“ if yo u
